The following communication is a portion of 
paper read recently before the Social Science Asso¬ 
ciation. 

There is a monstrous deal of humbug connected 
with this subject of recreations, and a sad degree 

of ignorance also. The philosophical view i- 

briefly stated thus : “ Recreations should 
absolute rest, or such a change of mental and phy¬ 
sical action as will relieve fatigue and at the same 
time insure mental or physical improvement.” All 
should be tried rigidly by this test. Metaphysics 
may be recreation to the merchant, who has delved 
all day in the mathematics of.business. Wood 
sawing would no doubt recreate the jaded intellect 
of the sedentary student. Any intelligent man 
well knows how to adapt his recreations to his own 
particular case. But it is contended that we are 
under obligation to furnish recreations for tho 
classes who lack intelligence, who, in their igno¬ 
rance, want and misery have no resources. For 
this purpose we hear of fireworks, theatrical repre¬ 
sentations, and various other costly expenditures, 
about which, for the end designed, there 
for a wide difference of opinion. i 

There is a way, however, of expending money 
to promote recreations so that the benefits will | 
abound in more than a geometrical ratio. Let 
our common school system be made more thorough, 
so that it will reach every child and compel him to 
receive the rudiments of an education. This 
should be the law without exceptions. Moneys 
saved, that can be judiciously used to develop in¬ 
tellect and genius, is but the miserly grudging of 
the seed-com, without the use of which there can 
be no harvest. Our public library is a good begin¬ 
ning, but there is abundant room for more facili¬ 
ties of the same kind, which might be extended 
through every ward in the eity, with addition of 
galleries for pictures and sculpture. Our Public 
Garden, with its walks, its green glades, its flow¬ 
ers, its shades, and even its unequivocal bridge, is 
a proof, in a small way, of what can be done to 
furnish unalloyed pleasure for thousands who find 
too little from any other source. As we acquire 
more territory let experiment be repeated on 
larger scale. Now that the limits of our eitv 
tend back over the green hills, let some method be 
devised by which every industrious man can be¬ 
come the owner of a comfortable dwelling, with, at 
least, a small garden plot, where a few flowers, 
fruits and vegetables can be cultivated ; where 
fowls, pigeons and bees can be reared ; these are 
objects that will interest father, mother and chil¬ 
dren, and help furnish the attractions of home, 
where, always, the purest recreations should be 
found. 

It is true all these fine things require somebody 
money ! So do courts, prisons, poor-houses and 
insane asylums. In expending it for the preven¬ 
tion of poverty and crime we may avoid paying a 
penalty for the support of poverty and crime. - 

In some respects we are all yet semi-barbariaus. 
We have not faith enough in humanity. We have 
so long been accustomed to hear the doctrine of 
total depravity preached, from Tertullian down to 
the “Bev. J. Belamy Stoker,” that, if we do pre¬ 
tend to spurn the preposterous dogma, we are loft 
with nothing but a dormant sentiment in its place. 
Our fine ladies are apt to give the Magdalene the 
widest part of the sidewalk, and our fine gentle¬ 
men will talk flippantly about the common people. 
Here is a manifest indifference to the fact that we 
are surrounded by multitudes who require our as¬ 
sistance to aid them in the difficulties of life, and 
to save their souls. There is a law of nature, 
which has become an axiom in political economy, 
that even in the worldly sense, the most profitable 
investments we can make are those we give to as¬ 
sist all who are in need of help. The cry of mil¬ 
lions of human beings is for aid to get in accord 
with nature’s laws and nature’s God. A little as¬ 
sistance judiciously bestowed upon the wandering 
and the miserable, might save them from an aim¬ 
less life and render them coworkers in all things 
that would elevate humanity. 

From the tenor of these brief remarks it will be 
noted that we take the ground that it is not time 
or expenditure that is most needed with us for re¬ 
creations, but fitness—preparation for them. Edu¬ 
cation—education of every capacity in human na¬ 
ture—the highest degree of culture that can be en¬ 
forced upon every one compatible with the neces- 
sarv industries of life. Give ns this, and there 
will be no frantic demands for extraordinary recre¬ 
ations. Every one will seek his rest and amuse¬ 
ment in his own peculiar manner—intelligently— 
and will not fail to find them.

ERUPTION OF MOUNT VESUVIUS. 


SUBLIME VOLCANIC DISPLAY. 

Naples, November 2 

Unlike those terrific displays which we have had 
at times, and which cease with one great effort, 
this is a lava eruption, increasing ever in force and 
beauty, and promising a duration of some weeks, 
if not months. If so—and it is the opinion of 
those most experienced in these matters—all the 
world may see it as soon as the groundless fears as 
to the state of Naples have vanished. For the first 
one or two nights the mountain was modest enough 
in its demonstrations—tongues of fire shot up to 
announce its internal agitation, and a thin stream 
of lava trickled down behind in the direction of 
Ottajano, which lies on the southeast side of Yesu- 

V11 Since December, 1861, it has been almost quies¬ 
cent, with the exception of one or two sulky and 
uncertain puffs, and our clear blue atmosphere has 
ceased to be marked with the spiral columns of 
smoke. During the last two years a small cone has 
been formed by the matter gradually ejected from 
this sulphurous hole; we could scarcely see its 
head above the walls of the large crater, but within 
the last week, tike same presumptuous stapling, it 
has shot up above its venerable parent, and this it 
is which has been fuming and spluttering and 
storming with all the arrogant impatience of youth 
since last Wednesday. It has sent forth an im¬ 
mense quantity of lava, converting the surrounding 
crater into a lake of fire.

Range of the Human Voice.— Dion Boucicault, 
writing in the Pull Mall Gazelle on the Albert Hall 
of Science and Art, makes some observations on the 
action and range of the human voice which are not 
without'interest to the general reader, while sug¬ 
gestive to the public speaker and singer. The hu¬ 
man voice, when its utterances arc clearly articu¬ 
lated, and it is supplied from good lungs, will fill 
four hundred thousand cubic feet of air, provided 
they be inclosed in a proper manner, and the voice 
placed and directed advantageously. This .space, 
we may remark by the way, would be represented 
by a hall one hundred and twenty-five feet long by 
eighty feet wide and forty feet high. The same 
voice singing, continues Boucicault, can fill with 
equal facility six hundred thousand cubic feet. 
When singing, the vowels are principally used, be¬ 
cause it is necessary to dwell upon a note, and we 
cannot prolong a consonant. In speaking, on the 
contrary, we depend for articulation on the conso¬ 
nants, but their short percussive sound does not 
travel. When we shout, or in open air speaking, 
which partakes of shouting, we prolong the vowels, 
drawling the syllable at each word ; but what we 
gain in sound is lost in clearness of articulation ; 
expression is lost in monotony, because its fineness 
depends on the infinite variety of which the con¬ 
sonant is capable and bestows on the vowel. Two 
thousand voices, singing or speaking together, tra¬ 
vel no further than one voice. They may fill a cer¬ 
tain area more completely with that intricacy of 
waves which, when very troublesome, we call a din, 
but each voice exerts its own influence on the air, 
according to its power, and dies away within certain 
limits. A second voice acts independently and pro¬ 
duces its own separate effect, not fortifying the 
first, but distinct from it. And so with any r ,,m - 
ber of voices, say 10,000, shouting together, if i 
gle trumpeter were placed among them, the notes 
of his trumpet would be clearly heard at a distance, 
where the Babel of voices would have expired in a 
murmur. Yet, among the din produced by the 
10,000 voices the trumpet would be inaudible. To 
illustrate this theory more clearly, it is plain that 
2,000 persons cannot throw s!ones farther than one 
person. It is true that the air within certain limits 
will he more full of stones, but they will all come 
to the ground within a limited area.

Influence of Mental Anxiety on 
Writers on physiology assure us that an over anxi¬ 
ety of the mind relative to the action of any organ 
of the body will disturb the natural functions of 
that organ. For example, if one convinces himself 
that the action of his heart is disturbed, and that he 
is threatened with the heart disease, the pulsations 
of his heart will soon become unfavorably affected 
and by the workings of his imagination. There 
a gentleman in onr.city who became impressed 
that the action of his diaphragm was morbidly af¬ 
fected. He accordingly concentrated his thoughts 
upon this fancy to such an extent that the natural 
action (involuntary muscular) was disturbed, and 
bis lungs worked so badly that after going to bed, 
he would often have to dress himself and take a 
short promenade in the street before “tired na¬ 
ture’s sweet restorer ” would visit him. If, how¬ 
ever, his attention happened to have been previ¬ 
ously occupied by business, lively company, or any¬ 
thing else that would divert his mind from its mor¬ 
bid direction, he fell asleep at once. Physical dis¬ 
turbances, when they really exist, are increased 
twofold in tbeir intensity, if stimulated by mental 
anxiety. There seems to be a connection between 
the mind and the body which gives the former an 
imperative influence over the latter. A. J. Davis 
recommends that, when any one finds himself to 
be affected by any physical disturbance, he should 
“ assert his superiority to the intruder,” driving it 
away, rather than honoring it with a fostering anx¬ 
iety. _ a.

The black snake ascends to his nest, and at one fell 
swoop will destroy a whole litter ; the rattle-snake, 
we are told, will paralyze poor Bunny by the glit¬ 
ter of his eye, and draw him on, ail unresisting 
victim, into the very jaws of death. But the owl is 
his greatest and most destructive enemy, as towards 
the close of day he flits on noiseless wing through 
the darkening woods, and bounces on his unsus¬ 
pecting prey. The red-tailed hawk is another of 
his foes, but he is an open enemy, and wages 
magn animonsly.
